SUBJECT: DISCUSSIONS WITH PROFESSOR MOROKHOV 

1 . FOLLOWING FORMAL CONSULTATIONS 

WITH SOVIET DELEGATION ON FEBRUARY BOARD TOPICS 
BEING REPORTED SEPTEL, I TALKED TO MOROKHOV ABOUT A 
NUMBER OF TOPICS. INTERPRETER WAS BELOV (SCAE). 

MOROKHOV WAS VERY FRIENDLY AND FORTHCOMING. 

2. MOROKHOV HOPES U.S. DELEGATION WILL RETURN 
TO LONDON TALKS WITH STRONG POSITION IN SUPPORT 
OF FULL FUEL CYCLE SAFEGUARDS. FOR MY INFORMATION 
I ASKED (A) HOW HE WOULD HANDLE NATIONS THAT 
WOULD NOT ACCEPT AND (B) IN SUCH CASES WHAT WERE 
RISKS FOR PROLIFERATION. 
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3. HE REPLIED RE (A) ABOVE. REFUSE TO EXPORT 
WITHOUT NPT OR FULL FUEL CYCLE SAFEGUARDS. 

LET THEM GO IT ALONE IF THEY SO CHOOSE. WITH 
REGARD TO (B), HE COMMENTED AS REGARDS: INDIA - 
ALREADY HAS NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVES; PAKISTAN - WOULD 
TAKE EXTREMELY LONG TIME TO DEVELOP OWN CIVIL 
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OR MILITARY PROGRAM; OTHER NATIONS - IT'S A SLOW 
PROCESS AND TIME IS ON OUR SIDE. 

4. HE NOTED PHILOSOPHICALLY THAT THE WORLD 
ENVIRONMENT IS GRADUALLY EVOLVING TOWARD PEACE 
AND BUYING TIME NOW IS VERY IMPORTANT. AS A 
PRACTICAL MATTER HE SEEMED MORE CONCERNED WITH 
NEAR-TERM CERTAINTY THAN LONG-TERM UNCERTAINTY. 

5. HE SAID A COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN (CTB) WAS 
POSSIBLE ONLY WITH A PNE ACCOMMODATION AS THERE 
WERE TOO MANY PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS PENDING. WE 
HAVE AN ARRANGEMENT FOR THE 150 KT TTB; THE NEW 
THRESHOLD UNDER A CTB BECOMES ZERO. ON-SITE 
INSPECTIONS AND OTHER TECHNIQUES ALREADY AGREED 
TO COULD SIMPLY BE EXTENDED TO LOWER LEVELS. 

6. HE ASKED ABOUT PERSONNEL AND THE ORGANIZATION 
FOR DEALING WITH NON-PROLIFERATION MATTERS IN 
STATE AND I EXPLAINED THE CURRENT STATUS AS 

I UNDERSTAND IT. OF FEBRUARY 16. HE WAS 
INTERESTED IN PRESIDENT'S NEWS CONFERENCES 
REMARKS RE CTBT, PNE, ETC. HE HAD HEARD OF 
THE NEW DATE FOR LONDON TALKS FROM BRITISH 
AND SMILINGLY. EXPRESSED SURPRISE THAT POST- 
PONEMENT WAS ONLY FOR ONE MONTH.TAPE
